Actually  theirs  are  more 
distinctive  in  character,  In  any  case 

The  United  Stales  were  knowm  as 
the  American  colonies  before  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  which 
followed  the  union  of  the  13  original 
states.  BO  It  waa  natural  their  citizens 
should  come  to  call  themselves  Ameri- 
cans. since  the  word)  “United  States” 
offered  no  felicitous  base  for  an  Indi- 
vidual label.  A “United  Btateslan" 
would  be  an  awkward  mouthful  for 
any  self-respecting  person. 

Had  the  New  World  been  named 
after  Columbus  Instead  of  after  Am- 
erigo Vespucci,  the  Italian  who 
claimed. to  have  been  the  first  white 
man  to  land  on  Ita  mainland,  I sup- 
pose Americans  might  have  become 
known  as  Columbians.
